jasty,” 
says Dr. Owen P. Heninger, who was superintendent at 


the hospital for 23 years and is now retired. The 
nationally respected pyschiatrist fears the new 
superintendent might be a businessman and not a 
medical man. He feels this could hurt the hospital. 

““A businessman as head of the institution might save 
a few pennies here and there, but he may waste dollars 
in not knowing the needs of patients,’ Dr. Heninger 
explains. ; g 

In the case the superintendent is a non-medical 
person, a clinical director would be appointed to 
supervise medical aspects of the hospital. Dr. John 
Woods, in charge of the Forensics unit at the hospital, 
questions the effectiveness of such a system. A clinical 
director is expected to head both a unit and supervise 
all the other units, Dr. Woods says. He questions 
whether the director would have enough time to do 
both and then adds, “‘The clinical director’s position is 
weak because he doesn’t have the power to bring 
excellence to the hospital. This is built-in failure.” 

He says Dr. Kiger “‘was begged by the state” to take 
the position. “He gave his priority to the way patients 
were treated,” the Forensics chief and director of Ward 
56 adds. “‘An administrator wouldn’t do that, he would 
worry about pineapples first.” : 

Dr. Heninger agrees the medical aspect needs to be 
put first and this requires a medical person as 
superintendent, he says. “I don’t agree with the move 
at all,” the ex-superintendent says of a move to a 
business-oriented administrator. 

“If the present superintendent is not doing the job, 
fire him,” he adds. “But social services should state 
their reasons and not blame it on something else. 

“There might be some picayunish reason the 
Department of Social Services wants him out — but 
they should say it,” Dr. Heninger explains. He says he 
is not familiar with the day-to-day operations at the 
hospital, but thinks “Dr. Kiger is doing a very fine 

job.” 

Dr. Kiger is a strong leader according to many at the 
hospital and this might be why some are out to get 
him, they said. 

“‘He won’t compromise his standards of 
expectations,” says Dr. Woods. “That won’t endear 
him to those who live by compromise, who say if you 
scratch my back, Ill scratch yours. He always stood for 
excellence.” 


Dr. Kiger choose not to respond because of a 
directive from the state social services offices requiring 
a clearance to speak with reporters on controversial 
issues. The directive says all controversial issues “‘must 
be cleared’’ by the Public Information Officer as “‘a 
delaying tactic’ to give “‘us extra time to think our 
thoughts through or to contact top Department or 
Social Services officials.” 

Even before the directive, many at the hospital were 
reluctant to talk because they said they could lose their 
jobs. For this reason, many asked to be left 
unidentified. 


But Mitchell says the directive was “not an attempt 
to stifle anyone’s speech. Dr. Kiger doesn’t like to talk 
about this anyway. 

“The policy statement was just a first stab at setting 

up a public information officer,” he continues. “It 
went to every agency and has nothing to do with the 
hospital.” é 

The controversy continues to mount in conflicting 
stories as some state mental health personnel wonder 
what effects it might have on the medical treatment at 
the hospital. 
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hands of the individuals,” 
he. adds. —If ‘someone 
wants to complain, then 
he can do it but this does 
not impose false standards 
on anyone,” he notes. 
According to the current 
enforcement ordinance, 
the theater is notified 
upon the receipt of a 
citizen complaint. The 
manager can then cut the

If the manager decides 
the film is not in violation 
of the ordinances, then the 
film is- reviewed by a city 
judge as Judge Knudsen 
did with ‘‘The Sentinel.” 
If the judge determines the 
production is in violation, 
then the exhibitor’s 
business license can be 
revoked should he refuse 
to comply. 


These procedures are 
sharply criticized by 
Podlesny. “How many 
hundreds of people will 
see the film before action 
is taken?? he asks. ~We 
need to give the theaters a 


chance to cut the films. 


before they show them 
once,” he says. 


Complaints such as these 
of Podlesny’s prompted 
Police Chief Swen Nielsen 
last December to decide to 
send an officer to the 
opening night of each 
R-rated film. “Until the 
issue of the committee is 
resolved, I decided I would 
take the responsibility of 
screening R-rated films 
and filing complaints when 
necessary,” he says.

Johnson attended the 
movie the first night it.was 
shown and then submitted 
his report, saying he felt 
the film violated Provo’s 
anti-pornography 
ordinance. Unfortunately, 
the report was delayed 
because of a clerical error, 
but it finally reached the 


city attorney’s office 
Wednesday. 

Wednesday night Provo 
City Judge J. Gordon 
Knudsen attended the film 
to review it as provided for 
in the enforcement 
ordinance. He found the 
film “‘worthless” and “‘full 
of gore” and reported to 
the city attorney he felt 
one sex “‘scene fell within 
the probhibitions of the 
ordinance.” 

Pherefore. C1 ty 
Attorney Glen J. Ellis 
contacted Uinta owner 
George Plitt in California 
about the film and Plitt 
agreed to remove it from 
town as soon as possible.

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problems more pressing. for higher education than 
academic freedom. People should be more concerned 
about a pursuit for the truth than for academic freedom. 
Nobody’s ever been looking over my ‘shoulder and 
saying, ‘You can’t be teaching that.’ Many of the 
inhibitions are self-imposed. Academic freedom is not a 
problem at BYU.” 

And yet the annoying undercurrent that academic 
freedom on campus is in some way being limited was 
again noticed in the 1976 report. “Some members of the 
faculty appear to have genuine problems of conscience 
in attempting to determine valid matters of research, 
writing and discussion within the context of Church 
doctrine. There is much uncertainty in some quarters, 
and a real hesitancy to even broach the subject,” the 
accreditation report stated. 

Traditionally, book censorship and review has been 
another touchy area, and incidents of BYU censorship 
have been rumored. 


In the past:, supplying “‘the very best” in current 


literature, while satisfying the needs and demands of a 
student and faculty populace, has been, at times, like 
walking a tightrope. “We’ve struggled with the idea of 
what should or should not be sold,” says Roger B. Utley, 
Director-of the BYU Bookstore. For instance, “Roots,” 
currently on the best seller list, is stocked, while Henry 
Miller’s ‘“Tropic of Cancer,” considered by many to be 
an American classic, is not carried due to its open 
treatment of sex. “We would hope that every book on 
the main floor meets with university standards,” 
continues Utley. . 

Required texts on the second floor are not ordered by 
the Bookstore but by the professor concerned. Although 
usually unrestricted in their choice of material, there 
have been occasions when a requested textbook was not 
ordered because its content conflicted with Gospel 
teachings. Such was the case of freshman English reader 
and a Health Sciences text. s 

In the case of the Freshman reader, the publishers 
were so anxious to fill BYU’s large order that they 
offered to: print an edition omitting offensive sections. 
When the order was finally filled, however, loaders at the 
company storehouse, unaware that one edition was 
different, sent BYU the textbooks as they originally 
appeared. : : 

“No attempt is made by the Bookstore to. censor 
books in stock. And we have nothing under the 
counter,” says Dr. Neal Lambert, faculty adviser to the 
Bookstore. : 

Of the books currently. stocked, one of the more 
obtrusive is “No Man Knows My Hlstory,” by Fawn 
Brodie. Long unofficially blacklisted by the Church, 
Brodie’s biography of Joseph Smith takes an almost 
sardonic view of his calling as prophet. Considered by. 
critics to be condescending at times, historically 
inaccurate in places, it yet remains one of the few major 
biographical attempts at the life of Joseph Smith. 

The stocking of a book possibly offensive to many 
people’s basic beliefs, such as Brodie’s demonstrates a 
new kind of freedom now enjoyed on campus. “‘As a 
university, we have to know both the pros and the cons. 
And if the cons are so prevalent, we have to be aware of 
them. When a book becomes famous, such as ‘No Man 
Knows My History,’ even though it may be against us, 
we feel a responsibility to carry it,” says Dr. Lambert. 

This new freedom is a reflection of an overall 
improvement in excellence at Brigham Young 
University, says Dr. Hillam. “President Oaks has 
depoliticized the campus. He has much more trust in the 
faculty and their judgments than others in the past. This 
being the case, there’s obviously going to be more 
freedom coupled with improved excellence.” 

This excellence is also evidenced by the fact that in 
1966 BYU reported fifty per cent of its total full-time 
faculty held doctoral degrees. That figure is now

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Coupled with these encouraging statistics is a growing 
academic respect for BYU. “An academic reputation is 
slow to build, but it is also slow to lose,” says Dr. 
Chauncey Riddle, assistant academic vice president and 
dean of graduate studies and curriculum. 


For example, BYU officials note the aptitude tests 
scores for BYU graduate students entering medical 
programs have been consistently high compared with 
other universities. In 1976, BYU graduates in 
pre-dentistry placed first in the nation. 


“‘We’re so far ahead it’s embarrassing,’ says 
Vice-President Thomas. “‘Last year we got more students 
into a well-known, regional medical school than did its 
own affiliated university.” 


Expanded freedom spawns increased excellence.

Academic freedom is an enigmatic concept when 
applied to an institution where regulations are a part of 
the lifestyle. It is a topic likely to elicit mixed reactions 
from students, faculty, administrators, Church leaders 
and outside observers alike. 

Certainly the BYU philosophies in this area are 
different than those espoused in other universities, 
although the school’s aim is to become a leader in 
secular fields. In a recent issue of “BYU Studies,” Dr. 
Marvin S. Hill, assistant professor of history, expressed 
concern about the conflicts that might arise between 
unrestricted exchange of ideas and the precepts of being 
“prejudiced ...in favor of the Gospel of Jesus Christ,” 
as Elder Mark E. Petersen urges. To this President Dallin 
Oaks added in 1971, “Any faculty member who is guilty 
of conduct offensive to the principles of the 
Church...may have his services terminated at any 
time.” 


Thoughts and 
Afterthoughts 


To what extent, then, are teachers restricted in their 
choice of instructional materials and methods? How 
important is academic freedom on campus, and to what 
extent does it exist? 

“Teachers are expected to teach differing viewpoints 
on secular knowledge, but this should be done in the 
spirit of the Gospel without advocacy of any principles 
or standards inconsistent with the teachings of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints,” said Pres. 
Oaks in the same 1971 address to the faculty.

To understand the changing scope of academic 
freedom at BYU, it is helpful to examine the past decade 
and the new emphasis placed on freedom of expression 
and exchange. 

Ten years ago, the primary concerns of the 
administration were increasing the physical facilities on 
campus, and expanding the faculty. Today the trend has 
shifted toward expanding intellectual horizons. “We 
were trying to get just adequate people,” says Dr. 
Robert K. Thomas, academic vice president. 
“Now ...we have people who are just superb. The very 
bright,’ he adds, “never have any problems with the 
Church.” 

Indicative of. this shift is the contrasting reports of the 
Accreditation Committee from the Northwest 
Association of Secondary and Higher Schools for the 
years 1966 and 1976.
